Many Contribute 
To Student Loan, 
College Library 

Many students attending Po- 
tomac State College will benefit 
in years to come from the gen- 
erosity of organizations and in- 
dividuals who have been making 
contributions to the National De- 
fense Student Loan Fund at the 
college. 

In accordance with the Nation- 
al Defense Education Act of 1958, 
the Federal Government adds 
to the fund in a 9-1 ratio, or $9 
for every $1 contributed to the 
college fund. 

The Circle K Club of the col- 
lege recently swelled the funds 
by making a $100 contribution, 
which will be matched with $900 
from the government for a total 
of $1,000. 

Many other contributors from 
the area have donated a total 
of $910 which, added to the gov- 
ernment’s matching dollars, will 
provide a total of $9,100 for stu- 
dent loans.

Adult Education 
Classes Planned 

The college plans to continue 
its evening adult education classes 
beginning with the fall term, ac- 
cording to President Todd H. 
Bullard. 

The plans include provisions for 
those who are trying to complete 
their work toward baccalaureate 
degrees or associate degrees in 
the occupational fields as well as 
courses of a general cultural 
nature. 

The adult educational program 
was begun last faE with an en- 
rollment of about 100 students. 
Those interested may write the 
Director of Admissions at the col- 
lege. Program offerings will be 
available the latter part of June. 
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Ground Broken For New Auditorium, 
Fine Arts Building on Arcadia Hts. 



Construction is now underway 
on the new combined auditorium- 
fine arts building, corner of B 
and Arnold Sts., and site of the 
former barracks known as Ar- 
cadia Heights. 

Groundbreaking ceremonies 
were conducted in a special 
ceremony March 22 with Mrs. 
Gilbert S. Bachmann, of Wheel- 
ing, member of the Board of 
Governors and a 1939 graduate 
of the college, turning the first 
spadeful of earth. She is the 
former Miss Mildred V. Jack- 
son of Romney. 

President Todd H. Bullard 
gave the opening remarks fol- 
lowed by Mayor Harland D. Rid- 
el, t _olL Keyser; Leonard G^ 
Withers, chairman of the music 
department, for the departments 
which will occupy the building; 
Steven R. Smith of Beryl, pres- 
ident of the student body; Dr. 
E. E. Church, Charleston, former 
president and now executive 
secretary of the West Virginia 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
ion. 

An informal reception followed 
in the lounge of Davis Hall. 

Others on hand were Robert 
J. Bennett, Morgantown, archi- 
tect for the structure; Paul 
Bridges, regional manager of 
Mellon Stuart Company’s Fair- 
mont office; and Milt Gebhardt, 
Pittsburgh, general superinten- 
dent for the project. Bennett 
was also architect for the col- 
lege Library and Friend Hall. 


Cost of the building is esti- 
mated at $1,333,000 and Mellon- 
Stuart of Pittsburgh’s bid was 
$1,235,000. The building, which 
will be air-conditioned through- 
out, will house -the departments 
of music, drama, fine arts, and 
possibly speech. The auditorium 
will have a seating capacity of 
about 940 persons. It is expected 
that the building will be ready 
for occupancy by the spring of 
1967.

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College Planning 
Revised Programs 
In Several Fields 

A revised series of occupational 
programs will be offered at Poto- 
mac State College in the fall, in- 
cluding flour different programs 
of study in secretarial science in 
the following specialized fields: 
bilingual, technical, executive, 
and medical. 

The proposed plans include the 
addition of another faculty mem- 
ber and a gradual phasing-out of 
the general program. 

A revised ocuipational program, 
with two years of study leading 
to an associate in arts degree, is 
planned in agriculture, account- 
ing, and one new program in 
engineering. Officials hope also, 
to be ab T e to introduce a course 
in computer science. 

The purpose of the revision is 
to make available a number of 
opportunities here for the stu- 
dent who does not want to go be- 
yond the two-year level. While 
vocational courses will be stress- 
ed, the program will also include 
courses of a substantial general 
educational content. 

All of this 'has grown out of a 
series of studies, one of which 
was chaired by Dean James T. 
Handlan, and a series of meet- 
ings with area business and in- 
dustrial leaders. 

Freshman Week 
Begins August 30 

College officials are anticipat- 
ing about a 15 per cent increase 
in enrollment over last fall 
when Freshman Week for 1966- 
67 opens on Tuesday, Aug. 30, 
by virtue of changes in the col- 
lege calendar. Last year the full- 
time equated students numbered 
about 771 with a total number 
registered hovering near 870. 

Class work will begin Tuesday, 
Sept. 6, and extend to' Wednes- 
day, Dec. 14. Final examinations 
will close the first semester on 
Dec. 21. The second semester 
will open Jan. 5 with registration 
for both freshmen and sopho- 
mores. Commencement will be 
held Fridays May 12. This calen- 
dar closely resembles that of 
West Virginia University for the 
coming year.

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College Receives 
Grants of $39,305 
To Assist Students 

Potomac State College has re- 
ceived grants totaling $39,305 to 
be used to assist worthy students 
in pursuit of higher education. 

According to President Todd 
H. Bullard the Claude Worth- 
ington Benedum Foundation, 
Pittsburgh, recently informed 
the college of a $2,000 grant for 
the Benedum Loan Fund and 
$3,700, a substantial increase 
over last year, for the Bendeum 
Scholarship Fund. 

Under terms of the Higher Ed- 
ucation Act of 1965, Potomac 
State has received $15,020 for 
Educational Opportunity Grants, 
these being outright grants “to 
students of exceptional need 
who show evidence of academic 
or creative promise.” 

Area high schools have been 
informed of the availability of 
the grants which range from 
$200 to $800. 

A third grant of $18,585 has 
come to the college under the 
College Work-Study Program of 
the Economic Opportunity Act 
of 1964, under which the student 
performs work for the college 
and is compensated for it. The 
program will enable 33 students 
to have employment beginning 
with the fall term-. 

Part of the Potomac State 
program under the grant in- 
cludes a cooperative arrange- 
ment's with the Keyser Area, Ap- 
palachian Center, WVU, under 
which students are placed with 
County Extension Offices for 
summer employment..
